With the construction underway, and 
that which is said to be contemplated 
for early completion. Narbrook Park is 
likely to soon be the fine place it was 
calculated to be, and we'll all be glad 
of that. It's a curious condition there, 
with the Borough collecting its full 
quota of taxes from the house and lot 
owners, and yet regarding the Park as 
separate and a thing apart from the 
rest of the town, a posture of affairs 
we could hardly get by with if we did 
not have a. real Philadelphia barrister 
at the helm of our legal department. 
It's true the owners bought with full 
knowledge of the facts, that all tho 
town facilities could not be assured 
them unless a certain taxable amount 



was forthcoming, but it's a business 
proposition that you have to spend 
money to make money, and it is alto- 
gether probable that the Borough might 
have stimulated the Park's progress, 
and incidentally furthered its own ex- 
chequer, by doing a mite more than it 
was obliged to do, and if the question 
is asked as to where the money neces- 
sary to do these things could be pro- 
cured, the answer might be that the 
excellent executive qualities and re- 
sources of our governing body will 
surely devise the ways and means, and 
yet not hurt anybody nor any other 
town utility. It's a fine index of char- 
acter, is living in the Park, for only 
a sober man, strictly so, could find his 
house at night, and a troubled con- 
science would be ill at odds there with 
the tremendous darkness that befalls 
the place when the sun goes down. 
We're not so badly off, are we, that we 
can't put up a few lights, anyhow, in 
this splendid addition to the town, and 
here's hoping that at least that much 
will be done real soon. 



And speaking of the fact that you 
usually have to spend money to make 
money, and also considering that the 
hardware man has decided to stay in our 
midst, having learned apparently that 
Xarberth is a pretty good place in 
which to do business, people coming 
into his store that were never there be- 
fore, y' understand, the Spectator re- 
fers to the town merchants tho guess 
that has been made that more than 
$100,000 annually is spent outside of 
Narberth by residents of Narberth for 
food and household necessities. Pre- 
cious little, or nothing, does he know 
about retail business, and it \s a foolish 
fellow who will essay to teach his. 
grandmother how to suck eggs, but it 
would lie a great pity if this fine busi- 
ness is being lost on account of a 
wrong conception of Narberth 's facili- 
ties to supply it, as not only do the 
merchants lose by the present state of 
affairs, but the town itself is obviously 
handicapped when so much money leaves 
it. It seems to be worth more than a 
passing thought. Mr .Merchant, and if 
you think Our Town is the best place 
to exploit your wares, to correct the 
, rroneous notions folks may have about 
your stocks and facilities, why. I think 
Harry Jacobs will think so, too, and 
it 's a generous space he will allow you 
on a $ol)(l annual contract. Don't say 
that our little paper is not effective, 
that it won't do the trick, for it will if 
you do your part, by saying your say 
in an attractive way. with facts and 
figures, with the kind of service the 
town must have, by keeping everlast- 
ingly at it, avoiding as you would the 
plague the tombstone variety of "ad- 
vertising" in which small places like 
this sometimes indulge. If yuu are en- 
titled to your share of this outgoing 
trade you ought to get it, and if you 
are not entitled to it you ought to ar- 
range so that you shall be. And the 
more serviceable Our Town is made, the 
more effective it is going to be for all 
of us. buyers and sellers.
